That  woatd  be  an  immediate 
challenge  to  them,  and  a  challenRc 
t0  private  ownership  as  well,  which

llw  pwpoied  subsidy,' with  a  view 
to  r«dti9nf  freight  lates  on  the  At- 
lantic, would  involve  legislation  of  a 
sectional*  character.    Why  apply  it 
only  to  'the  Atlantic  and  not  to  the 
Pacific  Ocean  as  well?    The  Cana- 
dian Pacific  has  its  trans-Pacific  con- 
nections. The, Canadian  National  has 
not.  or  at  Icaat  it  has  none  that  it 
f)Wil8  on  this  ocean,    but    the  pre- 
sumption— from  both  a  patriotic  and 
econotnic  standpoint — is  that  the  Na- 
tional Railways   route  all  their  pas- 
senger* and,  freight  by  Canadian  vet- 
aels  w;herever  and  whenever  possible, 
and  if  not,  then  l)y  British  ships.

Many  other  aspects  of  a  subsidy 
of  any  shipping  venture  for  the  pur- 
pose of  reducing  freight  rates  will 
present' themselves  to  iliose  who  are 
interested  in  transportation.  From 
tht  pablic  vi«ih»olnt  those  matters 
vr  have  briefly  touched  upon  are  of 
particular  importance.  It  is  obviously 
a  policy  th«t  cannot  be  viewed  with 
any  sense  of  ease,  because  of  the  ex- 
pense to  the  country  it  would  in- 
volve. Between  now  and  the  time  the 
matter  comes  up  in  the  form  of  leg- 
islation at  Ottawa  presumably  the 
transportation  companiei  in  the 
Dominion  will  make  their  views 
heard.

The  Dominion  Parliament  is  in  ses- 
sion at  Ottawa.  The  condition  of 
business  in  the  country  will  doubtless 
be  discussed  by  the  members  of  Par- 
liament.

In  Introducing  tha  apaakar  remarked 
that  her  obaorvatlone  had  bean 
aafharofi  during  ^  tirtntr  flTo  pease' 
raaidanoe  in  tha  Beat. 

Mrs.  Moaher  touched  on  numerous 
phases  of  Chinese  art,  character,  poll- 
tloa  and  customs,  beginning  her  nar- 
rative with  a  brief  reference  to  the 
'  Kar  CatliHy  "  known  lo  the  old 
voyagers  and  Genoese  mercbaota  who 
made  wealth  with  oargoae  of  allk  and 
rice,  and  concluding  with  a  short 
dlacuaaion  of  the  Oriental  in  the 
American  continent.  She  raoalled  that 
today  In  China  the  most  noted 
foreigner  of  any  century  is  Marco 
PoJo,  who  haa  the  signal  honor  of 
Mng  commemorated  b.\  .a  statue  at 
Canton,  the  only  non-Chinese  among 
the  fi\c  hundred  ancestors." 
■  ('hlna  haa  had  the  greateat  petti- 
coat government  In  tha  world,"  said 
the  speaker  at  another  point,  when 
she  arrived  at  more  modern  htatory 
and  came  to  apeak  of  the  powerful 
aitd  aatnte  Bmprefm  Dowager  who 
wielded  sway  1  n  tile  memorable  davK 
of.  Ig98.  The  Occidental  often  rx 
I)ende(l  s\  rtipiifh,\  on  the  >ounK  \\  if 
In  China  who  was  .-so  much  at  tlie 
mercy  of  her  mot  her- In-law;  but 
people  forgot  that  in  the  eouraa  of 
time  this  sympathlaad-wlth  one  alao 
came  into  her  own  and  was  ahowa 
deference.
